Subject of today’s speech, boys 
and girls, is “Let’s Patronize Our- 
selves!” 

For years it has been apparent 
that our industrial employers pur- 
sue their own interests with single- 
ness of purpose. And they are, gen- 
erally, doing quite well for them- 
selves. Especially now, with the 
huge defense program pouring un- 
counted millions of public funds 
into the industrial coffers it will 
take all the ingenuity and co-oper- 
ation labor can muster to get its 
fair share. 


Let’s learn a lesson from the in- 
dustrialists and begin now to look 
after our own interests first. How? 
By “patronizing ourselves.” 


Here is an example of how NOT 
to patronize ourselves: 


A few years ago the labor de- 
partment of the federal govern- 
ment in a labor bulletin stated that 
the officials of a certain tobacco 
firm had received in wages and 
dividends more money in a year 
than the wages paid to all the work- 
ers of the firm. The non-union 
workers in the tobacco industry la- 
bor hard and long for pitifully 
small wages. This company can, 
offhand, think of a dozen reasons 
why the price of their product to 
the consumer should be raised from 
time to time, and at the same time 
can think of as many reasons why 
the conditions and earnings of its 
employes should not be improved. 
Untold thousands of dollars are 
spent by this industry to fight any 
attempt to improve the lot of the 
worker.

Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany statisticians estimate at 98,000 
deaths from injuries in the United 
States in 1940, or nearly 5,500 more 
than in 1939.

The state labor department has 
the right to regulate men workers 
as well as women and minors em- 
ployed in industrial homework, the 
state supreme court has decided, 

Justice William H. Murray, rul- 
ing in an action instituted by a 
New York manufacturing firm, 
held that exclusion of male work. 
ers would perpetuate “a social and 
economic evil.” 

The company argued that Frieda 
S. Miller, industrial commissioner, 
exceeded the administrative pow- 
ers delegated by legislature in ap- 
plying New York’s industrial home- 
work act to adult male workers and 
appealed after the state board of 
standards and appeals upheld the 
commissioner. The company ad- 
mitted the right of the commis- 
sioner to regulate home industry 
for women and minors.

Largest Collection of 
Wages Since 1934, Labor 
Commissioner Reports 


Nearly $600,000 in unpaid wages 
was recovered for more than 15,000 


C. Carrasco, state labor commis- 
sioner, reported today. 

This represents an increase of 
approximately 13 per cent over the 
amount recovered in 1939 and is the 
largest for any year since 1934. 

During 1940 the labor commis- 
sioner received 29,360 complaints of 
alleged violations of labor laws. 
Of this number, 23,634 represented 
complaints of failure to pay wages. 
Of the remainder 1,800 were for 
complaints of violations of the 
eight-hour law for women, 747 con- 
cerned the employment agency act, 
689 on the weekly day of rest law, 
636 on the child labor laws, 242 of 
the laws governing the hours of 
pharmacists, and 1,612 complaints 
of violations of various other la- 
bor laws. 

During the year 1,279 criminal 
prosecutions were instituted against 
labor law violators and 472 civil 
suits were filed to recover unpaid 
wages. 

Deputy labor commissioners 
made 4,528 inspections of places of | 
employment during 1940. 


PUBLIC HOUSING ACTS UPHELD 


Public housing legislation has 
been upheld by the supreme courts 
of two states, Arkansas and Vir- 
ginia, the United States housing 
authority says in a review of hous- 
ing law progress. To date the high- 
est courts of 27 states have given 
approval to housing programs 
assisted by the USHA.

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FEWER STRIKES IN 1940 
Department Gives Estimates 


In spite of the increase in employment and expanding business 
during the past year there were considerably fewer strikes in| 
1940 than in recent years, Secretary of Labor Perkins reported ; 
today. 

“According to preliminary estimates by the bureau of labor] 
Statistics there were 2,450 strikes during 1940, involving 575,000 
workers and causing approximately 6,500,000 man-days’ idle- 
ness,’ she said. “In 1939 there were about 160 more strikes, 
with twice as many workers and almost three times as many] 
man-days of idleness. There were only about half as many| 
strikes in 1940 as in 1937, the last peak year of business activity, | 
involving less than one-third as many workers, and fewer than | 
one-fourth as many man-days of idleness. 

“The number of strikes in 1940 was not only substantially 
less than in the other years but much less than in the somewhat 
comparable period of national emergency in 1916 and 1917. No 
information is available for these years on the length of strikes 
and the number of workers involved is known for only 
tion of the strikes which took place 
however, show there were 3,789 
workers in 1916 and 4,450 strike:
